REPORT OF COMMITTEE C-16 
OF A.S.T.M. 


The latest report on the work of Committee C-16 
(Thermal Insulating Materials) of the American Society 
for Testing Materials, states that tests for compressive 
strength and flexural strength of preformed thermal in- 
sulating blocks (C 165-41T) have been issued and studies 
are under way to determine the effect of prolonged heat- 
ing on preformed block type insulation, one method in- 
volving the use of a sieve shaker. 

In the field of insulating cements, three methods have 
been approved for sampling and preparations of specimens, 
bulk density and covering capacity and volume change. 
A new method of test for thickness and density of blanket- 
type thermal insulating materials (C 167-41T) has been 
approved. In a study of mechanical stability of wool- 
type insulation after prolonged heating a sieve shaker 
method is being investigated. 

A joint committee developed a proposed method for 
measuring conductivity by use of the guarded hot plate, 
but Committee C-16 before agreeing on the method is in- 
vestigating the comparative results obtained by different 
laboratories on several kinds of material.

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GOVERNMENT RULINGS ON 
CERTAIN TYPES OF ASBESTOS 


(M-63, M-79, M-66) 


On December 28th the Federal Government took con- 
trol of all imports of 13 designated strategic materials un- 
der General Imports Order M-63. 


This order M-63 provides that, unless otherwise auth- 
orized by OPM’, all future contracts for imports of those 
materials will be handled by the Metals Reserve Company, 
RFC subsidiary or other Governmental agency, and that 
no private person or concern can make arrangements for 
imports except that in certain cases, such as imports for 
processing and immediate re-export, the Director of 
Priorities may grant specific exceptions to the order. 


While this original order M-63 did not include asbes- 
tos, on January 13th, 1942, announcement was made by 
Donald M. Nelson, Director of Priorities, amending the 
order, by adding to the list several other materials among 
which was included asbestos from South Africa. 


According to the original order the Metals Reserve 
Co. plans to use existing channels to make its foreign 
purchases and work thru established brokers and dealers. 
The order does not disturb existing contracts or commit- 
ments, except that future shipments or goods in transit 
may not be sold except to the Metals Reserve Co. unless 
under written authorization or other action by the Direc- 
tor of Priorities. Persons seeking such authorization or 
other action are instructed to use Form PD222A in all 
instances. 


Collectors of Customs at all ports of entry in the 
United States will assist the OPM in clearing shipments 
affected by the order. The consignee will file a report with 
the collector in each instance and then may move his ship- 
ment to the point of first destination in this country.

In many instances, clearance of goods in transit is 
possible, and importers should get in touch with the ap- 
propriate branch of the OPM to avoid delay after ship- 
ments have arrived. Materials going directly into plants 
with war contracts are in that category and automatic 
clearance for such shipments may be arranged. 

The Metals Reserve Co. is prepared to negotiate with 
holders of open commitments and will take over their con- 
tracts where that is feasible. All materials purchased by 
the company will be held for allocation by the Director of 
Priorities. The order also provides that all persons who 
have made arrangements for imports affected by the or- 
der shall report the facts immediately to the Metals Re- 
serve Company. 


On January 21st, certain types of South African as- 
bestos were placed under strict priority control by the 
Director of Priorities, under Conservation Order M-79, 
curtailing the uses of these certain types. 

This order M-79 prohibits the use of South African 
asbestos after February 1, except to fill defense orders, 
and permits its use to fill defense orders for specified pur- 
poses only. 

Unless specifically authorized by the Director of 
Priorities, after February 1 uo one shall process any 
Chrysotile asbestos fibre (Rhodesian Grades C&G No. 1 and 
C&G No. 2) unless necessary to fill defense orders, for core 
rovings or non-ferrous tapes, cloth and lapps. 

Prohibitions are also placed on processing certain 
grades of amosite asbestos fibre, except to fill defense or- 
ders, for woven felt blankets and mattresses for marine 
turbine insulation. Nor shall anyone process certain 
grades of amosite asbestos fibre, unless to fill defense or- 
ders, for turbine insulation blankets, fireproof board, 
sprayed amosite, molded amosite pipe covering and 
blocks, 85% Magnesia pipe covering and blocks, flexible 
amosite pipe insulation or dry pack insulation. 

The order also prohibits installing without specific au-

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thority 85% magnesia or other high temperature pipe cov- 
ering’ unless used where temperatures of 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit or over occur. 

The order further states that anyone processing as- 
bestos fibre should file all information required on form 
PD-251 or PD-252 and return it to OPM? by February 10, 
1942, and by the tenth of every calendar month thereafter. 
When OPM requests it any asbestos processor must fill 
out and return form PD-253. 


Copy of the full context of Order M-79 will be sup- 
plied to any reader of ‘‘ASBESTOS’’, upon request, on bus- 
iness letterhead, addressed to ‘‘asBEsTos’’, 16th F1., In- 
quirer Bldg., Philadelphia, or can be obtained from the 
Division of Priorities, Office of Production Management’, 
as can, also the Forms above mentioned. 


Another recent ruling of interest to some of our read- 
ers is M-66, which places drastic restrictions on the use of 
eashew nut shell oil, but permits the use of that commod- 
ity in filling defense orders with a preference rating of 
A-2 or higher, for brake linings, molding resins to be used 
for insulating aviation ignitions and resin solutions for 
impregnating electrical coils. The order is dated January 
13, 1942. 

1 While this order M-79 covers principally South African 
Asbestos we learn, upon inquiry to the War Production Board, 
that this particular prohibition refers to all high temperature 


pipe covering regardless of the origin of the asbestos fibres used 
therein.

A Brief Biography of a 
Well-known Asbestos Veteran 


In November of last year, Michael J. O’Malley re- 
tired from the Presidency of the Standard Asbestos Man- 
ufacturing Company, which he had founded thirty-five 
years ago, and became Chairman of its Board of Directors. 
Actually, however, he had retired from active duty two 
years previously. His active career in the Asbestos In- 
dustry cecupied just about 50 years, practically all of 
which was devoted to the asbestos paper and insulation 
divisions of the Industry. 

Mr. O’Malley came to Chicago in 1890, when eighteen 
years old, having been born in County Mayo, Ireland, in 
1872. His first job was with H. W. Johns (original found- 
er of Johns-Manville Corporation). In 1893 Mr. O’Malley 
went to work for Chicago Fireproof Company, and from 
there to Sall Mountain Company where he worked as 
Superintendent for nine years. During this last period he 
attended night school, taking up engineering and paper 
making.

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In 1906 he founded the Standard Asbestos Mfg. 
Company, devoted to the making of aircell insulation and 
built up a thriving business in distribution and contract 
work in that commodity. Ten years later he built an 
asbestos paper mill at 860 Evergreen Street, but kept the 
Lake Street building as an office, shipping and display 
room. 

His company is well regarded in the trade, not only 
in Chieago but thruout the Industry, and Mr. O’Malley 
has the affectionate and respectful regard of his contem- 
poraries, competitors and associates. 

Mr. O’Malley’s charities claim a lot of his time and 
energy. Some years ago he built a day nursery, with ac- 
commodations for 200 children of working mothers, and 
the M. J. O’Malley Home for Nurses at St. Joseph Hos- 
pital, Chicago, was another of his philanthropies. . About 
25 years ago he was elected Vice President of the St. 
Vineent de Paul Society and personally made 7203 visits 
to the homes of poor families, seeing that they were cared 
for by the Society. 

His hobby is fishing. No matter where he is he natur- 
ally gravitates to the nearest fishing ground. He fished in 
the rivers of his native land on the several occasions when 
he returned to visit his parents, and since his retirement 
he has made his home in Gold Beach, Oregon, on the 
Rogue River, which affords excellent sport as do other 
streams in that section. In fact he has won several cups 
and prizes for his skill in landing the big ones. 



















A. 8. H. V. E. Committee on Research has issued its 
annual report for 1941, this consisting of reports from its 
21 Sub-Committees.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS 


It is impossible to give in a few brief sentences any 
adequate idea of general business conditions today, and 
even if we were to attempt it, by the time you read it, con- 
ditions might be entirely changed. 

But we would like to quote a paragraph from the 
February 1942 ‘‘letter’’ of The National City Bank, which 
seems to us to state in most concise form the real situation 
today: (The italics are our own). 

‘In domestic business the moves to concentrate the 
industrial effort on war production overshadow other de- 
velopments. They require loyal and efficient cooperation 
from the public as well as the industries, and they are re- 
ceiving it in gratifying measure. Limitation and curtail- 
ment orders are spreading as time goes on and disrupting 
ing many normal occupations, but they are accepted in 
good spirit, as inevitable and as furthering the war effort; 
and of course the situation provides the strongest possible 
inducement to employers and workers to get into war pro- 
duetion.”’ 


ASBESTOS - RAW MATERIAL 


The Canadian Mines are operating at the utmost ca- 
pacity and are unable to take on additional business 
for some time to come. There is a definite shortage of No. 
2 Crude Asbestos.

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about a decrease in the total sales of brake lining for De- 
ecember. Exports recorded a decrease from the previous 
month but increased over those for the same month last 
vear. 

Insulation. . High Pressure. This market continues 
strong as many projects reach the point where insulation 
is required. Expansion of facilities already completed plus 
entirely new facilities for production of armaments and 
other accessories to the war effort promise continued heavy 
demand for these products. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. Demand in this market 
at present is very light, a partly seasonal condition, and 
partly the result of ‘‘mass production’’ of awellings for 
defense housing purposes. A great many of the defense 
housing projects have very little piping, and use very 
little insulation. 

Paper and Millboard. Demand in the Asbestos Paper 
market has slackened to some degree, as is natural at this 
time of year and in view of the conditions in the low pres- 
sure insulation lines. 

Millboard, on the other hand, continues to show heavy 
volume, easily explained by its use in ships and, we pre- 
sume, in tanks and airplanes. 

Asbestos-Cement Products. The demand for asbestos- 
cement products of all types continues substantially above 
normal for this season of the year, easily explained by the 
large requirements for Government construction. Civilian, 
or private, use is probably lower than normal for even this 
season of the year, and it appears that the major part of 
the industry’s tonnage for some time to come will be for 
Government needs. 

There has been some improvement in the delivery 
situation on shingles and sidings but demand for corrugat- 
ed and flat sheets continues to run far ahead of the supply. 


These comments are offered in good faith by various execu- 
tives in the Asbestos Industry; if your ideas differ we shall be 
glad to have your opinions.

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ASBESTOS SUITS-~ 


Sewn with Cotton Thread 


A rather odd incident has been brought to our atten- 
tion by an English manufacturer of asbestos clothing. 

Some months ago there were presented to the British 
Government by some United States agency, 500 asbestos 
suits. 

Upon arrival of these asbestos suits in England, a 
manufacturer of safety clothing, who has had long exper- 
ience and has conducted numerous tests on asbestos wear- 
ing apparel, in fact has made a special study of the sub- 
ject, was asked to pass upon the suits and express an 
opinion as to the use to which they could be put. 

The suits were found to be of the light-weight type, 
suitable for certain fire fighting purposes. However, fur- 
ther examination disclosed that, while 250 of the suits 
were sewn with asbestos thread and could be passed with- 
out question, the other 250 had been sewn with cotton 
thread, and, in the words of the English manufacturer, 
‘‘consequently were of no value as a_ protection against 
fire.”’ 

The suits are at present being oversewn in England 
with asbestos to render them usable, and so far as the 
English side of it is econeerned, the incident is closed. 

But we understand that some manufacturers in the 
United States claim that asbestos thread is not strong 
enough, and that asbestos metallic yarn makes the seams 
too cumbersome—loose set and stiff. Therefore they claim 
that the felled scam sewed with cotton thread is just as 
efficient in the fighting of fire but that the suit is much 
easier and quicker to don and allows the wearer greater 
freedom of movement. 

We weuld like comments from any and all manufac- 
turers of safety clothing, and will publish such comments 
(without identification if preferred) in our next number. 

Tell us what kind of thread you use in sewing your 
asbestos clothing and why you think it the best. A full 
and free discussion will bring out many interesting ideas 
and may help to make fire fighting safer and easier both 
in war and peacetime.

Building 


For the first time since 1928, building and engineering con- 
tracts awarded in the 37 eastern states in 1941, topped the six- 
billion dollar mark. The 1941 total for those states, as compiled 
by F. W. Dodge Corporation from its daily field reports, was 
$6,007,474,000, compared with $4,003,957,000 in 1940 the previous 
record year of the post-depression period. 

The most spectacular increase took place in the building of 
new manufacturing plant capacity for which contracts in 1941 
reached the record-breaking total of $1,181,523,000, a figure that 
excludes all processing machinery. This was more than two and 
a half times the 1940 volume of $442,424,000, and exceeded 
greatly the previous record year, 1920, which had, at much high- 
er cost levels than are currently prevalent, a total of $635,168,000 
This increase in manufacturing buildings, coupled with a 48 
per cent increase in commercial building and with a very mod- 
erate increase in public and institutional buildings, produced 
a 1941 non-residential building total of $2,315,671,000, which was 
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79 per cent more that the corresponding 1940 figure. 

Residential building contracts in 1941 reached a total of 
$1,953,801,000, largest since 1928, and 22 per cent greater than 
the 1940 figure. Heavy engineering contracts (public works and 
utilities) reached a total of $1,738,002,000 compared with 
$1,112,373,000 in 1940. 

Commenting on the 1941 construction record, Thomas S. 
Holden, president of F. W. Dodge Corporation states: “This 
post-depression record volume was compounded of a large de- 
fense construction program and, up to last September, a rapidly 
mounting volume of public and private non-defense construction. 
According to the government estimate about 40 per cent of the 
total 1941 construction program was for defense construction. 
The 1942 program is presently estimated to equal in total dollar 
volume that of 1941, with a vastly increased war construction 
program, volume of civilian construction curtailed to absolute 
essentials and an approximately normal volume of mainten- 
ance and repairs. 

“Seventy-five to 80 per cent of this year’s total volume will 
be war construction, quite widely distributed thruout the country. 
Being thus called upon to produce greatly expanded facilities 
for Army, Navy, air force, war production and war housing, con- 
struction becomes in 1942 one of the country’s leading war in- 
dustries. During recent months, successive priority rulings and 
orders curtailing non-defense construction have channeled the 
industry’s capacity into its war job and prepared it to meet the 
task assigned to it.”

Sir Samuel Turner, Chairman, in addressing the Annual 
General Meeting held on January 23, 1942, commented at 
length on the balance sheet and also on the various interests 
of the Company. The following points which he brought out 
are of interest: 

During the year of 1941 production at the Mines in South- 
ern Rhodesia was curtailed, principally because the closing of 
the Continent of Europe made a substantial difference in de- 
mand, but production, beginning early in 1942, is being in- 
creased as demand from the British Empire and the United 
States makes this necessary.

This new method of milling is regardcd as 
a valuable contribution to the technique of the Industry and 
cf such importance that patent protection has been applied for 
in all the principal asbestos mining countries of the world. 

J. W. Roberts Limited, a subsidiary, have largely replaced 
the loss of European “markets for their specialty Limpet 
Sprayed Asbestos by increased deliveries to the home market, 
particularly in connection with work in ships. 


Ferodo Limited has accomplished development work on its 
non-metallic blocks for railway rolling stock and these blocks 
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are now being used on an increasing scale by British Railways. 
Additional plant is about to be installed for increasing the pro- 
duction of Ferogrip fan belts for the motor vehicle industry. 

An additional factory has been acquired during the year 
by Turners Asbestos Cement Company and is already operating 
in the production of asbestos-cement roofing materials which 
are in heavy demand for buildings of all kinds. 

Sir Samuel mentioned with deep regret the loss, by death, 
of W. Norman Roberts, Director of the Company trom 1928 
until the date of his death, December 6, 1941. Mr. Roberts has « 
been associated with the Company from its early days. 


RUSSELL MANUFACTURING CO. --

Program for Duration of the War 


George M. Williams, President of Russell Manufacturing 
Company, has been granted an indefinite leave of absence by 
the Directors of that Company, to become first assistant to T. 
M. Girdler, chairman of Republic Steel, who was recently ap- 
pointed chairman of the Vultee-Consolidated Aircraft Corpora- 
tion. Vultee is one of the largest airplane manufacturers in 
the United States. 

Mr. Williams’ departure from The Russell Mfg. Company 
does not mean that he has given up 
his connections with the Asbestos 
Industry; his services have merely 
been lent to Vultee-Consolidated for 
the war period. 

While we regret even the tempor- 
ary loss of a man of Mr. Williams’ 
calibre, it gives the Asbestos Indus- 
try a certain feeling of satisfaction 
that the Government reaches out and 
places our men in high positions.

AUTOMOBILE PRODUCTION 


During December 1941 there were produced in the United 
States and Canada 302,518 motor vehicles (282,205 in the United 
States and 20,313 in Canada). This compared with a total in 
December 1940 of 506,931; and in November 1941 of 373,892. 
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The total motor vehicle production for last year was 


5,108,992, of which 4,838,561 were produced in the United States, 
and 270,431 in Canada. For 1940 total motor vehicle production 
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amounted to 4,692,338, and in 1939 the total was 3,732,718. 

The graphs give an idea of how production varied in the 
United States during the last three years, from month to month, 
in both passenger cars and trucks.

An insulating covering for curved pipes to be assembled 
on a straight section of pipe and slid longitudinally from the 
straight section on the curved pipe, to provide a uniform insul- 
ation for said curved pipe, comprising a woven sheath of as- 
bestos fibres, said sheath having a relatively soft pair of walls 
joined together at relatively sharp edges, a temperature re- 
sistant insulating filling for said sheath, said filling comprising 
a plurality of large, loose, soft members assembled and shaped 
to provide assembly with tapered edges and combination 
means comprising cord located at one edge of the sheath and 
extending to parts of the sheath adjacent to said edge and 
having a plurality of points of securement along the joint 
whereby the tapered edges of the covering are drawn over 
each other in overlapping engagement and are adapted to be 
maintained closed when applied to said curved pipe.

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Announcement has been made by the U. S. Department of 
Commerce that statistics on all imports and exports have been 
discontinued for the duration of the war. 

So far as Asbestos is concerned, this means that the statis- 
tics we have been publishing each month—Imports of both raw 
and manufactured asbestos into the United States, and exports 
from the United States—will no longer be available. The last 
figures published were those for September 1941 (see January 
1942 “aspesTos”, pages 33 and 34). We are therefore giving be- 
low Summary for the nine months ending September 1941. 

The discontinuance of these import and export figures is 
somewhat regrettable, but of course none of us wish to give even 
this slight assistance to the enemy. 


We are trying to work out a plan by which some Govern- 
ment Agency will hereafter compile the statistics on Asbestos and 
so have them available for Government Departments during the 
war, and for completion of our records after the war, thus not 
breaking the continuity of our tabulations which have been kept 
since January 1923 (18 years and 9 months).
